President Rooserelt ha* made a reputation for the diversi- 
ty of his knowledge pertaining to the history of various coun- 
tries, cities, peoples and their habits and customs. One day 
last week he was called upon to address twelve societies and 
organizations, whose members were presented to him at the 
While I louse. 

The first was a German singing society. The President £ 
began hi* remarks by talking about music and followed with a * 
tribute to the (ierman people, evincing a wide knowledge of 
certain minor historical events which was heartily appreciated 
by his hearers. 

The Germans had not gone long until along came a society 
of Italians and the President tickled them even more than he 
did the Germans by telling of two or three little events in the 
history of Italy which had appealed to him. The Italians were 
pleased and surprised to know that the President of the United 
Stuto was as familiar with those events a- they were them- 
selves. 

Then came a band of Westerners from the far away plains | 
of some um- of the States in the Northwest. Here the Pre 
dent was decidedly at home. He slapped them on the liack, , 
jollied them along in a lively fashion with deer and bear stories 
and talked about far away ravines, gaps, rivers, creeks and 
tshing holes with a* much familiarity and knowledge of the 
surrounding country a* any of his visitors could have done.

He got mixed oa tha names and homes of some of his cowboy | 
friends and meationed their names in places where they w« 
not known and had not even visited. When the President's I 
hearers looked at him with open mouths and blank expressions | 
it dawned upon him th:tt he had dropped a leaf out of his "lo- 
cal color" schedule.

At most of the 
sessions the building was well tilled 
much interest waa snown in^the 
discussions and talks by the famiera. 
The talks were of value and interest 
to the farmer and. with an excellent 
musical program, made all the ses- 
sions ^profitable and entertaining to 
those who attended. One of the pleas- 
ant features of the institute was the 
■rona hospitality extended to the 
visiting farmers and speakers by the 
good citizens of Tobinsport. The in- 
stltnte was conducted by J. J. Wheel- 
er, or Rome. Ind., tne county chair- 
man. The other officers or the insti- 
tute were D. H Weatherbolt. Vice- 
chairman, and J C. Rvau, Secretary, 
noth of Tobinsport. 

Krlday morning StHlon. 
This seaaion waa Opened with the 
soug, "My Country Tis of Thee ', 
whicn was followed bv the iuvoiation 
by Rev. Abel Powell. 

The first subject, The Pasture, was 
assigned to Philip South, of Prospero. 
Mr. Smith said that it is a poor busi- 
ness to winter more lean, common 
atock than one has pasture provided 
n the spring Plenty of spring 
pasture, be said, is beneficial, because 
poor cattle go begging in the market, 
crowd ont the better cattle, and cur- 
tail prices. The pastures is undoubt- 
edly a blue grass sod ano* the longer 
It is the better. Not mocb should be 
expected from an old field unless you 
give it something to make it produc- 
tive 

O. Lookridge. of Oreencastle, 
Ind., In speaking on The Fertility of 
Our Farms, gave his plan for ob- 
ing such He depends on nature 
as far> as possible to keep op the fer- 
tility of bis farm. In the fall he sows 
wheat and then doer in the spring 
He keeps his manure in a compact 
form, to prevent loss of strength, snd 
finishes up manoring with eiover, 
as it is an excellent agent for bring- 
ing fertility np through the soil, roots 
or the common red variety having 
been foun' six and seven feet deep. 
After blndeejgoes over the field the 
weeds are cut and his clover springs 
np. In order to have rertlle land it 
Is necessary to have bine grass and 
this he sows on his worst land Oae 
good way to get fertility of sill Is 
for the farmer to seep bis land in a 
good crop all the time. 

H. Owaltney, of Poeeyville, 
s next with Oo'd Clover Crops 
and How to Secure Them The first 
Important thing, he said. Is to secore 
good stand by having clean, pure 
seed, full of life, not allowed to lie 
indrow, or swelled or weakened. 
The best time to sow, he said, in 
when the earth is frczen just enough 
to be hnoeyuombed. early in the 
morning, because the seed goes rolling 
into little holes and are covered up 
by the soil wnen it thaws. An impor 
tant thing during wb»at harvest is to 
cut the stnbble as high as possible 
eo as to leave plenty of mulch to feed 
th» clover dnrlng dry weather, lint 
the moat impor' at thi ng at this 
time is to out the clover blooms with 
nower. because clover stops grow

a period when it rests. When 
the olo m is clipped there is oppor- 
tunity tor more root growth, which 
prevents heaving op. If manure is not 
at hand good results oan be obtained 
by mulching poor points with straw, 
to a depth of two inches. 



After a number of discuss ons on 
the talks of the forenoon, J. H. Groves, 
of Rome, Ind , spoke on Corn and Corn 
Orowing. He Is a large corn grower, 
nag raised 4,300 onshels on. 1U0 
■as this year, and talked about 
i owe methods of cultivating this 
ip, wh'ob is the most important 
i la Tobla s Bottom. Whea ais 
meadows get weedy he breaks fheca 
•p aad pats them ia the best possible 
condition for eorn. He is very eare- 
fnl in the selection of seed, osing sn 
ideal ear He selects his seed, corn ail 
in'-er. laying aside a one when 
ever he finds one that comes np to bis 
Ideal. His choice Is a white ear with 
large grains. 



He planti between May It and May M 
snd quits cultivating on Joly 4, as 
he then bus to begin bis hay harvest. 
He plows his corn one- a week, gener- 
ally using the walking cultivator. He 
also puts men into the cornfield i 
noes to shop the weeds that the 
tlvator f .ils to get He shocks his 
corn and then, wnen dry enough, 
shreds it 

III ' Breeding l*p Farm Animals' 
Mr. Owaltney advanced a number of 
good ide»H Pe said tbat the idea 
that two pun- bred animals will make 
a pure bred animal ia a false impres- 
sion, from the very fact that their 
power to transmit their good quali- 
ties causes them to be «t war with 
each other and prevents thelr^blood 
from uniting and producing animals 
of uniform character. As tin result of 
this antaifonism of good i.nalities the 
bad qualities of the two are reproduc- 
ed. Tha idea that a pure blood is the 
result of mating hair breeds is a mis- 
take also. >aid Mr. Owaltney. The 
only way to breed he said, is to 
breedup. This should be done by select- 
in" the bent female and tbe pure bred 
male. 

Mr. Lockridge spoice brief'y on Con- 
tinuous Orowtb-the Law Success. In 
speaking of plant life he aaid tnat 
cne requisite for^continuous growth ia 
plenty of water around the plants. 
Ther«> should l>e BO percent. and we can 
get 4'J per cent The first way to get 
this is by early spring plowing, as 
there is more water in the earth in 
the r-pring than at any other part of 
tbe year Another way is to pulver- 
ize the soil as mucn as possible in or- 
der to have capillary attraction. If 
the eom crop loses one day in growth 
it will not t>e re'fored. Aoimala, he 
said, should have a continuous growth 
from birth to death. 

Daring the afternoon session the 
more serious part of the program was 
pleasantly interrupted by a selection 
on tbe piano by Thomas James 
de la Hunt. of Cannelton At the 
olose H. C. Clammons, of Cannelton, 
sang a solo, accompanied by Mr. Hunt 
whicn waa much enjoyed. 

Friday Cvcnm* 

W. R. Polk, of Tobinsport, made a 
good talk on Horticulture. He laid 
atre* on the fact that Horticulture ia 
of special importance to the farmer 
and that the farmer sboull know bow 
to do his own budding. The greatest 
need for advancing the knowledge of 
this branch of busbandy is horticul- 
tural societies In every ootnmunity 
to teach the fanners wnen and how 
to spray. The dry spray, bs said. 
Is preferable and the universally one- 
year old trees are the most profitable. 

Mr. Lwaridge. in speaking on tbe 
Farmer's Qolden Opportunity, coin- 
pareb the opportunities of the farmer 
of today to the struggles of bis fore- 
fathers, when the forest bad to be 
cleared and other difficulties over- 
come, snd many sacrifices mads. 

After Mr. Lockridge s talk, Miss 
Veme Allen, of Tobinsport. sang The 
Songs We Used to Sing, in a very 
creditable manner. Next two essays 
were read, one by Miss Ethel Carr, of 
Derby, on The Best Crop on the Farm 

The Boys and Oirla, and the other 
by Miss Mary Frank, of 
Tobinsport, on How to Eliminate 
Drudgery from Farm Work. Both 
were well prepared and showed care- 
ful study of the subjects treated. To 
do justice to them it would be necess- 
ary to publish each one in fall. When 
Miss Frank bad finished Mr. Clem- 
mons sang Asleep iu the Deep, accom- 
panied by Mr. de ia Hunt on the

THE MEGIDDO 
MISSION BOAT 



Stops at This Point and Capt. 
Nichols Preaches in Two of 
the Churches. 



THE BOAT AND iTS PEOPLE. 



The mirtHion l»>at. Metriddo. arrived 
herefrom Leavenworth. Ind., about 
noon last Wednesday and landed at the 
lower wharf Wednesday atternoon 
the boat s brabs band marched thrown 
||M principal streets and that evening 
Capt. L. T. Nichols, the leader of 
the missionaries, preached at the Bap 
tist c hurch to a larRe congregation 
The ltoat remained here over Thurs- 
day, services were held by those who 
live on it in the Presbyterian churcn 
that evening and, on Friday morning, 
(he Megidil" continued its trip down 
the Ohio. 



The mission boat derives it* name 
fro ji the Hebrew word "Megiddo, " 
which means "(tod is in this place 
with h band of troops. " 

The mission boat is a three-deck 
steamer M feet long by pi feet wide. 
It is propeled hy 2M) horse-power en- 
gines and lighted by acetyline gas 
and heated by steam There are fltty 
state rooms, forty eight of which are 
9 feet hy || feet, the other two being 
larger. These state rooms are on the 
the first, second and '"TexHs" decks. 
On the second deck II a large cluipel, 
nsed as a meeting and sitting room. 
The chapel is ->i» feet by -W feet, with 
seats to accommodate the seventv nine 
persons on board. On that Hrst declc 
are two dining rooms. Each family 
has separate cupboards in dining room 
and kitchen, and some families have 
priva'e dining rooms The kitchen, 

oooBing. la M feet bv M feet. Back of 
the kitchen, in the rear of the Hrst 
deck. Is the engine room and uiachin 
ery forgoing iron and wood wora. 
The boiler room is in the hrst com- 
partment on the lower deck. In the 
second deck are the greater uuuil>er 
Of the staterooms. On the third deck, 
near the stern, are the steam tubs 
for washing clothes and the steam 
drying room Here also are found the 
pilot's room and the schoolroom for 
the fifteen children on Aboard. The 
boat is a model of convenience and 
economised space, but the staterooms 
are the most attractive and neatly ap- 
pointed apartments. There are thirty 
families and a stateioom for each 
family, but more if they have children. 
The stafenxims are arranged some- 
thing similar to those on a regulation

Capt. Nichols and his band held 
vine services in the Baptist church 
i la-t Wednesday evening. At the 
opening and closing of the sorricos 
the brass band plaved several hymns. 
It would play oue verse and then the 
choir, composed of the missionaries, 
would sing a verse, accompanied by 
the vocation. The music and singing 
wa« good and highly appreciated by 
the congregation, which Hlled the 
church. 

Capt. Nichols preached about an 
hour «nd a half. The general opinion 
f his sermon was that it was very 
ensible and orthodox in toto. He gave 
no opinions of bis own, Out merely 
quoted rroin the Bible to prove other 
tOOtStlOOS, snowing that there are no 
contradictions therein. The main 
purport of his sermon, it seemed, whs 
that, unless we learn and 
know the tsenptures, we cannot have 
faith, that wisdom is the principal 
thing, the tree of life. 

Capt. Nichols said that he believes 
the time in near at hand when men 
will turn their ears away from trutn 
and lie and nit followers are now out 
in the dying world trying to get the 
people back. "We believe, he said, 
in the old, ancient gospel of Christ and 
believe in preaching the word of 
troth." ••H is not a question," he 
said, "if yruare jn line witn any 
church or denomination but in line 
with Jesus". His object, he said, in 
preaching his doctrine, is not to <a*ll 
people out of their churches. f»t>£V, 
stir up their minds aDd get them ?T 
lead holier lives.

Bible and interpreted them in a 
way far from orthodox. He never 
once told anything as his own opin 
ion, but said that it was what tne 
Bible said For argument he quoted 
some other vewe or chapter to prove 
his argument. Everything be said 
was very convincing, in the way he 
told it, and many thongbts, of a 
startling nature, were put before the 
poeple for the Hrst time in their lives.
